have explain’d what I mean by it, and to 
Reafonable People have given Sacisfaétion 
— Iam far from defiring Spain and the 
Indies fhould be given to the French, but 
own lamnot for making the Houfe of Au- 
firia a Second Time Terrible to the Prote- 
flants, and J think enovga has been faid on 
this Head, to (atisfy Reafunable People, 
+yat are not doz’d by tneir Party-Paffiuns to 
che Contufion of the whoie Nation. ;

clufion of the War, That Peace and Perfecu- 
tion fhould come together——And there- 
Tore while your Brethreen in Do@riae, as 
Proteftaut, tho’ Diffenting from you, as ty 
Particulars, which Particulars are acknow- 
ledg’d by your felves to be indifferent, con- 
tinue Péaceable, fubmitting to the Laws 
of che £onftitution, and joining with yor, 
as you muft confess they do, both ijn. Refto- 
ring and Suppporting that Ccnftitution, 
it wouldfeem very hard that thefe fhould 
be opprefs’d in Confcience, ata Time, 
when they ought rather to be Reaping 
wich you, the Cunfvlations of Peace, after 
they have nals the;Miferies of ‘the War, 
that you fhould turn your Hand" againk 
them, even befoge the firft Dawn of that 
Peace appears. 

Oa theother Hand, Gentlemen, you 
that are againft a Peace—Will you fortify 
your Politick Interefts, by giving up fora 
Prey, thofe you have all along Efpou,’d, 
both in theis Civil and Religious Libe.g'es? 

I fpéak now -ot the Temper wirchout 
Doors, what isdoing in the Parliament, 
I by fo means Concern myfelf with; but 
methinks J feefome People Abread, whofs 
CharaQers bave for fome Years, been A- 
by fie the ie Patriot — As it Re 

peas Religi eration, Charity, and 
the Diffentsrs, Wrangely Eafie ard ore 
tented tc give upafl thefe Things, and to 
come into Occafiomal Bills, Perfecution of 
Diffenters, Oppreihon of Confcience, or 
any Thivg. fo they can buc Strengthen that 
Partr-Iatereft they are Forming, again 
the Publick Management ef the Nation’s 
Affairs — So that thefe People wil give up 
the Difenters, give up our Liberties, give 
up our Pofterity, in fhorr, and give up 
Confcience, to carry on the War. 

Thefe ace eduiirable Inftances of the 
Poffefhon that now Reigns among us 3 me- 
thiaks theie People fhould talk no more of 
Liverty, of Property, and the Revolution $ 
thefe fhould ftop their Mouths for ever a- 
gainft the Tackers, and other Mad-Men 
of the Age.

5 part of what I have affirm’d : It isan E/té- 
. blifo’d Liberty — And it is fomething more 
than a bare Grant, asf have often Infi ted 
on, and whichI never yet heard Contra- 
:, died s it is a Treaty and Capitulation 
é. with the Difzmters, aod ftipulated upon 
certain Conditions, which Conditions the 
s a@ualy rm‘d. 

if any Man ask me what thefe Conditi- 
ous were, Lam not backward to name them; 
but in general, they were fuch, as without 
which, che Church of England Party at that 
Time, eafily forefaw they were undone, 
4 and the Revolution could not have been 
broughtto pals, viz. The Difenters joining 
with the Church to Oppofe King James Ul. 
and invite over the P. of O. That the Dif- 
femters did jc in with the7Church of England 
in thet Great Affair, none will Difpute; 
That the Church-Men who Inviced them 
thus to joir, [fopos’da Legal Tolleration to 
them, as the Conditions of :heir faid Cen- 
jan@ion, and agreed to coms to 4 Temper, 

I believe none will Difpute. 
I referr to the Mea f’al!prefznted to the 
P.ince of Orage, and to Enquire there, if 
it is not laid down as one of the Conditions 
on which his Highnefs wastoa@: I referr 
to the Declaration of thatPrince, afterwards 
our King, whether he 4i4 not Declare it 
&s one ot tne Things he had Engag’d to pro- 
ctre,and which was afterwards very pun@u- 
ally Perform’d to the Diffenters, by that 
very Prince and People, who had fo Ca- 
pitulated for ic ——— This is pafs’d into aa 


Revolution, a Legal ESTABLISHMENT}, 
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A@, and her Majefty has pz('d Her Roy- 
al Word to Preferve it Inviolable, and this 
call an E@ablifoment of Libersy. 

This, I take, to be the true State of the 
Cafe, Hiftorically I mean, and that the 
Tolleration is not only Legally Eftablith’d, 
but has the Sacred Confirmation of Her 
Majefty’s Unalterable Promife. 

If it can be prov’d, that a-Bill againft Oc- 
cafionalConformity of Diflenters can be pafs'd, 
and dogs no Way Invade this Legal Tol- 
feration, J bave mo more to fay ; 1 fhall n-- 
ver be the Man that thal detire the Dif- 
Semert to pra@ife an Occafional Conformity 
—— But if any Party of Men would have 
aa A® made, toleffen or take away ‘the 
Liberty granted by tbe Law, and promi« 
fed to be Inviolably Maintain’d by theQueen 
to the Diffemters + fuch an Invafion of @ 
Capitulaced Right, muft be, ian my mean 
Opinion, a great Injuftice to the Diffent- 
ers. 
Ihave no Defign here, to. make'a fare 
ther Enquiry into the odd Conjunétion' of 
contrary Partles, in the prefent Effay ata. 
Law againft Occafiona} Conformity 5 T thould 
be forry to hear that any Party of Mea 
fhould make a $aerifice of their Friends, to 
Congratulate their Enemies, and to Pro« 
pagate the Converfion of their New Cons’ 
federates, atthe-Ruia of the Difenters 5 
efpecially that this fhauld be offer’¢ by 
thofe, whom the Diffesters have fo much 
Rely'd upon. 

There is a great and manifeft diffe. 
rence between Complaining of an Error ia 
the Diffemers Condu@, call is Hypocrifie, or 
what you wil, and taking from them eheis 
Native Liberties, as well Civil as Religi- 
ous; the firft feems tobe Invafion of Pro- 
perty, the laft Perfecusion. 

I fhall not meddle with the Proceedings 
of the. Parliament, nor do I (peak a Wosd 
to a Bill now depending 5 while we ye¢ 
hardly know what the Parcicolars of that 
Bill are, it would be Unojuft to Ceufure it 5 
befides, I know the Lords have forbid any 
Author to meddle with their Proceedings 
in Print, nor am J aboutto do ir.
